Retirement With Review 


REQUIREMENT OF CONGRESS 


Reminds Country of 
Distinguished 


Soldier's Eminent Service And 


Nation's Obligation 


Washington, Sept. 
13—President 


CV'olidge today 
issued 
the 
order 


which retired General John J. Per- 
shing from active service with the 
army and at the same time extended 
to him "the thanks of the nation 
for his eminent service." 


Though Pershing's connection with 


the army was automatically severed 
at midnight last night, the president 
gazetted his retirement to the army 
today with a detailed review of Per- 
shing's career, a tribute rarely re- 
ceived by an army otlieer from his 
commander in chief. 


The order follows: 
The White House: Washington, 


September 13 1924. 


"fieneral John J. Pershing, general 


of the armies, having this day reach-1 
ed the age of sixty four years, is re- 
tired from active service in confor- 
mity with a requirement e-f an act 
of congress approved June 30, 1882.
